Last  year's  summer  sea- 
son was  filled  with  a  kaleido- 
scope of  attractions  for  Peace 
College  students.  The  school 
offered  unique  chances  for  vis- 
iting a  broad  spectrum  of  travel 
destinations,  sampling  cultural 
diversity,  and  becoming  con- 
noisseurs of  the  world.  Those 
with  an  endearment  for  Ra- 
leigh, took  advantage  of  the 
academic  travels  for  the  mind 
through  Peace's  first  summer 
school  session. 

A  group  of  selected  stu- 
dents travel  to  Me.xico  every 
summer  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Laura  Vick,  the  Interna- 
tional Studies  coordinator.  The 
students  explore  the  Mayan 
sites  while  accquiring  a  taste  for 
the  Mexican  culture  and  civili- 
zation. One  student,  Lauren 
Miller,  reflected,  "Nothing can 
compare  to  sitting  in  an  out- 
door cafe  receiving  smile  after 
smile  or  having  eight  chicos 
guapos  ask  you  for  a  dance  all 
in  one  night."  During  their 
three  week  adventure,  the 
group  visited  historical  land- 
marks and  studies  with  the  in- 
ternational scholars  of  Merida, 
Yucatan. 

The  Cambridge  Foreign 
Study  Program  offered  distin- 
guished students  the  opportu- 
nity to  experience  British  cul- 
ture firsthand.  The  students 
learned  about  the  history  of 
English  architecture,  theater 
and  art  through  interesting  lec- 
tures at  Lucy  Cavendish  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge.  Famous 
landmarks  such  as  Elv  Cathe- 
dral, The  Tower  of  London  and 
Oxford  University  were  ad- 
mired on  the  tours.  "There  was 
a  different  adventure  everyday. 
The  trip  was  a  culturally  fun 
time  that  will  never  be  re- 
placed," one  student  remem- 
bered. The  extensive  prepara- 
tions were  worth  it,  not  onlv 
for  the  three  hours  credit  re- 
ceived, but  for  the  cultural 
knowledge  that  each  student 
experienced. 


The  Peace  College  Cham- 
ber Singers  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  travel  abroad  through- 
out Europe.  The  director,  Jim 
Smith  and  many  other  faculty 
members  accompanied  the 
group  on  their  excursion.  The 
Chamber  Singers  spread  their 
talents  through  such  countries 
as  Germany,  Italv,  Switzerland 
and  Austria.  While  samphng 
the  cultural  diversity,  one 
singer  reflected,  "I  thought  it 
was  going  to  be  difficult  to  com- 
municate throughout  the  many 
countries  because  of  the  lan- 
guage barriers,  but  it  seemed 
everyone  knew  English."  Per- 
forming in  churches  and  mon- 
asteries, the  Chamber  Singers 
and  the  accompanied  travelers 
caught  a  brief  glimpse  of  the 
world  beyond  North  Carolina. 
The  Peace  students  that 
went  on  the  Haiti  Mission  Trip 
can  only  describe  their  experi- 
ence as  heartwarming  with  the 
sights  seen  overwhelming.  The 
seven  months  of  planning 
could  not  prepare  them  com- 
pletely for  the  journey  to  Haiti 
that  forever  changed  theirlives. 
While  visiting  places  such  as 
Mother  Theresa's  Missions  for 
Charities  Orphanage,  Wings  of 
Hope  and  the  poorest  area  of 
Haiti,  the  City  Solei,  the  group 
found  exchanging  hugs  with 
the  poor  and  destitute  was  help 
in  itself.  For  ten  days  the  group 
helped  as  much  as  possible, 
but  the  Haitians  could  never 
realize  what  they  provided  for 
the  Peace  students. 
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On  May  Idth,  students 
rolled  on  to  campus  to  begin 
an  intense  four-week  summer 
school  session.  Many  students 
were  excited  that  Peace  was 
offering  this  option.  Keri 
McCahan,  stated,  "It  was  such 
a  relief  having  summer  school 
at  Peace.  Not  having  to  worry 
about  transferring  the  credits 
as  well  as  getting  used  to  an- 
other campus."  Peace  founci 
that  the  first  summer  school 
classes  were  a  success,  with 
courses  such  as  Interpersonal 
Communication,  Management 
Science  and  Desktop  Publish- 
ing.

Traditions 


Traditions,  tlie  handing  down  of  stories,  beliefs,  and 
customs,  from  generation  to  generation.   Traditions  are  verv 
important  to  Peace  students  and  faculty.   The  fountain,  white 
dresses,  red  roses,  convocation,  chapel,  and  honor  week,  all 
hold  special  meaning  in  the  hearts  of  each  student.   Peace 
was  founded  in  1857  and  was  taken  under  ownership  in  1907 
by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh.   Main  is  the 
oldest  building  of  Peace.   When  the  building  was  first  built  it 
was  used  as  a  hospital  and   a  morgue  during  the  Civil  war. 
The  historical  fountain,  that  sits  in  front  of  the  the  school, 
was  given  to  Peace  in  1922  by  Alexander  Andrews. 

Convocation  is  an  academic  ceremony  to  honor  the 
achievement   awards,  valedictorians  and  scholarships.    It 
took  place  on  August  22,1996.    Freshman  students  wore  the 
traditional  white  dresses.    Dr.  Valerie  Hall  spoke  to  the 
students  on  the  importance  of  women's  colleges  and  the 
opportunities  they  give  women.    Freshman    Dava  Machecek 
says,  "Convocation  was  an  experience  that  will  always  be 
rembered."    At  this  ceremony,  academic  and  leadership 
scholars  were  recognized  along  with  the  valedictorians. 

The  graduation  ceremony  demonstrates  the  dignity  and 
distinction  of  Peace.   This  year  will  be  an  important  gradua- 
tion, it  will  be  the  first  year  a  B.A.  class  will  be  graduating 
from  Peace.   Seniors  will  graduate  in  forest  green  robes  and 
the  sophomores  will  wear  white  gowns.   The  sophomores 
will  also  carry  red  roses. 

Ann  Jones,  along  with  the  choir  and  Virginia  Vance,  leads 
chapel  every  Thursday.   Chapel  is  held  in  honor  of  fresh- 
man.   It  honors  their  achievments,  academic,  and  spiritual 
abilities;  therefor  freshman  are  required  to  attend.    During 
chapel  students  learn  of  new  and  up  coming  events.   Stu- 
dents also  come  together  to  sing  hymns  and  are  given  a 
chance  to  expand  their  spiritual  beliefs.    Freshman  Christina 
Jones  says,  "  It  gives  us  a  chance  to  get  to  know  other  people 
from  other  dorms  and  halls." 

The  week  of  September  16th  ,  Peace  college  held  honor 
week  for  freshman  students.   On  Thursday,  September  19th, 
students  and  their  roomates  appeared  before  the  Judiciary 
Board  to  recite  the  honor  code,  "On  my  honor  as  a  Peace 
College  student  1  will  not  lie,  cheat  or  steal  nor  will  1  con- 
done the  actions  of  those  who  do."   Then  the  students  were 
asked  to  sign  their  names  in  a  black  book  with  a  white 
pencil.   Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  integrity,  truthfulness, 
and  honesty  as  an  essential  part  of  the  Peace  College  culture.

Trees  and  debris  were  strewn  across  Peace  campus  but  the  fountain 
remained  unscathed. 


"Sometimes  God  calms  the  storm.  Sometimes 
He  lets  the  storm  rage  and  calms  his  child. "This 
quote  bv  an  unknown  author,  carries  much  truth. 
On  the  evening  of  September  3th,  Hurricane  Fran 
raged  across  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  and 
those  who  lived  in  the  path  of  this  tremendous 
force  of  nature  hoped  and  prayed  for  the  best. 
Fran  wreaked  her  havoc  sending  hundred  year 
old  trees  toppling  across  roads,  houses,  and  cars. 
Over  1  million  customers  lost  power  in  the  Caro- 
linasand  Virgina.  PeaceCollegewaslucky  in  that 
most  students  only  lost  power  for  a  matter  of 
hours.  The  campus  of  Peace  suffered  greatly 
though.  Branches,  leaves  and  debris  littered  the 
brick  sidewalks  and  uprooted  trees  blocked  paths 
everywhere.  Those  who  went  outside  to  survev 
the  damage  were  in  shock.  Freshman  Mary-Whitt 
Jones  declared,  "I  was  stunned  by  the  devastation 
of  Peace  College."  Many  schools  were  cancelled 
for  days  following  the  storm  due  to  power  out- 
ages and  blocked  roads.  Professor  of  Spanish,  Ms. 
Candis  Coxe  exclaimed,  "I  didn't  even  know  if  we 
had  school  on  Friday  morning,  but  after  trying  in 
three  different  directions  to  get 
out  of  my  neighborhood  and 
being  blocked  in,  1  decided 
to  give  up  and  go  home." 
Just  down  the  road,  at 
Crabtree  Valley  Mall,  aban- 
doned cars  sat  motionless  in 
water  that  reached  the  tops 
of  the  vehicles.  In  the  days 
after  the  storm  the  nation 
surged  to  help,  evidenced  by 
power  trucks  from  as  far 
away  as  Illinois  and  the 
many  disaster  relief  centers 
that  were  set  up.  Peace  Col- 
lege itself  housed  power 
crews  in  its  infirmary  for  sev- 
eral days.  Hurricane  Fran 
left  her  mark,  but  deter- 
mined Carolinians  will  do 
their  best  to  heal  the  result- 
ing rift. 
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Hundred  year  old  trees  were  uprooted  on  the  east  side  ot  Peace  College  campus. 


These  homes  on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina 
were  destroyed  by  the  115  m.p.h.  winds  and 
the  massive  amounts  of  rain  dehvered  by  Fran. 
Over  $625  milhon  of  damage  was  done  to  prop- 
erty across  the  state.

Carole  Boston  Weatherford  and  Terry  Rollins- 
two  story  tellers  weaving  different  tales,  one  speak- 
ing in  rhymes  about  great  men  and  women  from 
African  and  American  lore,  the  other  a  dynamic 
speaker  with  grand  gestures  and  a  voice  capable  of 
a  booming  shock  or  an  almost  lulling  suspense. 
Weatherford  conjures  images  of  Harriet  Tubman 
and  mixes  them  in  with  tales  of  an  African  tribe  in  a 
story  that  will  stay  indelibly  in  the  minds  of  her 
listeners.  Rollins  makes  us  laugh  with  the  tale  of  a 
man.  meaner  even  than  the  devil,  and  his  experience 
of  harnessing  fire. 

I  enjoyed  and  admired  both  storytellers  for  their 
talent  and  humanity,  but  it  was  their  ability  to 
communicate  their  stories  to  the  audience  that  most 
amazed  me.  I  enjoyed  the  exaggerated  myths  and 
the  true  events,  and  found  in  both  lessons,  truths, 
and  ways  of  thinking  that  continually  surprised  me. 
Both  artists  stimulated  me  and  made  me  think 
creatively,  and  I  was  refreshed  by  these  stories  and 
the  meanings  behind  them.

Fred  Chappell— wonderful,  outstanding,  incredible, 
terrific,  and  any  other  words  that  mean  I  was  im- 
pressed. Not  only  do  ChappelFs  words  work  on 
paper,  but  his  voice  and  carriage  convey  to  his  audi- 
ence a  presence  of  dignity  and  greatness.  Chappell's 
voice  is  rich  and  passionate,  and  it  was  this  that 
carried  his  listeners  as  he  read  stories  like  "The 
Shooting  Woman."  a  tale  of  a  mother  and  daughter's 
scheme  to  catch  the  unsuspecting  heart  of  a  young 
school  teacher. 

In  the  question/answer  session  Chappell  explained 
a  little  of  where  his  stories  come  from  and  what 
motivates  each  character.  I  found  it  interesting  that 
when  asked  about  a  slightly  more  obscure  character 
he  responded  with.  "I  don"  t  quite  know  that  character 
yet."  He  does  what  I  have  known  few  authors  to  do. 
allowing  the  characters  to  develop  themselves,  letting 
go  of  his  control  to  let  the  story  go  where  it  may.  I 
believe  it  is  this  brave  quality  which  makes  Fred 
Chappell  such  a  wonderful  writer.  He  is  able  to  go 
beyond  what  his  mind  can  say  to  let  his  heart  do  the 
talking  and  the  teaching.  Very  few  people  are  able  to 
let  go  of  control  like  that  and  let  something  so 
wonderful  come  from  it.
